THE CHINA WAR. 
The war news from China has been 


the commander-in- 


itiraipped ‘as were the legations and the 
guards sent up from the coast to de- 
fend them. 

For teportis' of horrid slaughter this 
war stands out pre-eminent; with the 
redeeming feaivre, hawavdr, that 
many of those who have been reported 
as murdered with barbarous atracity, 
bave turned up ali right, including the 
mn jority of the members of the iega- 
gations. What has taken place was 
first the bombardment of the Taku 
forts by the war vessels of the allies, 
Then the advance of Admiral Seymour 
from Tien Tsin with a smail farce, 
which was compelled to retreat, -was 
tmrrounded and had to be relieved by 
re~-inforcements. At the same time 
the legationis in Pekin were attacked, 
whether by the Boxers or the Imperial 
troops is not ydb clear, and massacres 
o* native and foreign Christians were 
reported frdm many parts of ‘the toun- 
‘try. When the allies had been euffi- 
ciently re-inforced, Tien Tsin was cap- 
tured and the Chinese forces defeated 
in an important battle. The allies 
then advanced cn Pekin and after am 
other important hattle near its walls, 
entered the city without serious op- 
position and relieved the besieged le- 
tmtians: They groceeded to turn the 
tables by besieging the Imperial pal- 
ace,but whether the Imperial household

THE GRANBY SMELTER. 
Grand Forks, B. ©., Aug. 14.—Yes- 


tercay witoessed the inauguration of 


operations at: the Granby smelter. The 
event is a noteworthy one in the his 
tory of Grand Forks, and is being fit- 
tingly celebrated. The sampling mill 
commenced crushing ore yesterday 
morning. It has a capacity af over 
1,009 tone per day. The joint capacity 
will be about, 500 tons per day. The mot 
tive power is electricity, which is gen- 
erated by a duplicate head of water 
o° five feet. The dam was built across 
the north fork of Kettle river, a flume 
one mile long carries the walter to the 
power house, where 1,209 horse pow- 
er is developed at low water.

SWisS MILITARY SYSTEM. 

Every Swiss lad is liable to begin 
compulsory service in the army at the 
age of 20, or just before his enjoyment 
of civil rights begins. For 13 years 
he has to serve in the elite, ar. first 
line, and then in the landwehr, until 
he has completed bis 44th year, and 
in the landsturm to the close of bts 
59th year. There are a very few ex- 
emptions, mostly of those filling public 
positions, and a penal judgment dis- 
qualifies for the houor of army service 
if the sentence includes deprivation of 
civil rights. Bot under certain sir- 
cumstances a Swiss may escare per- 
sonal service by payment. This con~ 
sists of a personal tax of six francs, 
or 5s. a year, plus 1s.

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THE WORLD'S WHEAT 
Commercial, Aug. 18.—The wheat 
markat has become daily weaker dur- 
ing the last seven days. At close of 
yesterday's markets values showed a 


_ loss of 23+4 t& 3e per bushel from a 


week ago. The price of Chicago Sep- 
iember wheat at close of yesterday was 
oaly 11-2c per bushel over the price 
same day a year ago. In the actual 
wheat market demand generally cor- 
tinues moderate, except in the Central 
Sitaltes where the heavy receipts of new 
winter wheat from Kansas, etc. ,have 
found ready buyers. There being very 
light <rops in Ohio, Indiana, etc,, mil- 
lers and dealers from these States 
have been active buyers of the sur- 
plus to the west of them. Until with- 
in the last two days there has also 
been a good demand ati the seabvard 
for the Kansas wheat for export, but 
this has fallen off somewheg The 


primary receipts of wheat in“ thé 
Staites have been very heavy, daily 
almost double compared with the 


same days last year. This must have 
had a weakening effect on the mar- 
kets, Harvesting in the Northwest 
spring wheat states and Manitoba has 
been interferred with by rain, and the 
effect of rain is also unfavorable on 
the wheat standing in stook. Thresh- 
ing yields are reported good in South- 
ern Minnesota and the south part of 
South Dakota, where the season was 
more favorable than further north, 
but threshing rogorts are not yet com- 
ing from thse Jatter districts, as 
threshing is delayed on account of :the 
rains. Several destructive hailstorms 
have visited the Northwest during the 
past week, doing much damage. The 
yield of wheat im California, Oregon 
and Washington as shown by. the 
thresher is much under previous ex- 
peltations, In Europe. harvest is prac- 
tically over except in the most nerth- 
erly seotions: Weather there during 
the past week has been fine and fav- 
orable to harvest operations, There is 
nothing new as to probable yield, but 
it is expeoted to be under last year’s. 
line rains are reported from India 
falling generally throughout the coun- 
try creating a favorable condition fer 
coming crops.. Grop prospects in Ar- 
gentina conitinue satisfactory except 
in the southern part where too much 
rain is complained of. The American 
visible supply inereased last week 
642,000 bushels compared to an in- 
crease previous week of 1,249,000 
bushels, and a decrease last year of 
860,000 bushels amd *he aggregate is 
now 48,218,000 bushels, compared to 
66,306,000 bushels’ a, year ago. The 
world’s shipments last week show a 
falling off, being 5,647,000 bushels 
compared to 6,771,000 bushels prev- 
ious week.

Fred G. Tayior writes to H. Aldridge 
from Dominion Creek, (Dawson) : on 
July 25th, stating in the course of his 
letter that he came down there last 
fall. The country was very much bog. 
He had been! ait work on 8, below upper 
since the first of June. The wages 
are 8@e per hour. Some of the mines 
pay $5 and board antl afew are paying 
$1.00 an hour and board yourself, but 
these jobs are very scarce. Hundreds 
o*? men worked all last winter with 
out getting’ a cent; d:hers got a, small 
percentage. The majority of these had 
worked for laymen or leasees. On a 
50 per cent lay, such as ‘there \are 
hore a laborer stands but a small 
chance for his money. The claim dwn- 
ers are the oaly people who make 
money under these circumstances as 
they get 50 per cent and don’t have 
to pay any of the expenses, while on 
the other hand the leasees have to pay 
all expenses and do all the work. The 
poor beggar whio does all the work gets 
nothing as he has no redress in ‘the 
country whatever. It was thouzht 
that machinery would make a 50 per 
cent lay pay, but with the extra ex- 
penses of fuel and help it was found 
to be nothing ahead of the old “sour 
cough” method. Mr. ‘Taylor consid- 
ers that Dawson has seen its last biz 
winter’s output as they are beginning 
to find out that they ¢an work in sum- 
mer with machinery to as good advant- 
age as in winter and when a miner 
ean put his dirt through as he takes 
it out it makes quite a_ difference. 
Some of the creeks are getting pretty 
well worked out, including Elderado 
and ‘Bonanza, ‘Dominion has _ con- 
siderable land left, but most of the 
cream will be taken out this year, as 
on Hunker, Work will be carried on 
for years yet, for when the whiteman 
can’t make a living the Chinaman will 
have his whack, 2 

There is a reported strike up Stewart 
river. 

Watt, ex-N. W. M. P., is doing 
very. well in Nome where he is running 
a gambling saloon, He went to Nome 
with Mel.

Tokio, Aug. 17.—General Yamaguchi 
wires from Pekin, under date of Auz.
